She deseribed the
food given to babies, which was boiled milk,
containing rolled erackers. The milk was two
parts milk and one part water. The babies
when brought to the honse were neatly all
sickly. Sbe had Dr. Walters call aod see them.
The witness donied throwing the Zegler
chlld in the cmdle and calling it
a lttle Jew aevilk Witness stated
that she was tonately foud of childrenm,
2nd was foolishly (ndulgent with the Hrtle ones

placed under her care, and oursed them as if
they were her own fleah and blood.
MEMBERS WERE PLEASED.

The children were sept to her by the Ladies’
Ald Soclety, and it memberi ouea visited brr
bouse mod exp i Ives as pl
with her care of nhechddrn n. The witness also
stuted 1hat besides taking care of babies ghe
tonk care of some women brosght to her by
Apgent Dean. Mr. Dean told Ler they wers
married women, but she doubted that.

Mrs, Alston, of the Children’s Aid Soclety,
testified that she visited Mrs, Quillun"s house,
nand always found the babies in good condition.
Jenuie and Mary Linn, of Sewickley, testified
that Mrs. Montgomery had lived at their hoose
for 14 vesrs, and that her repmation for trath
and veracity was very bad.

Mrs. Atohison, wife of the U, P, minister at
Mansfield, was called, and restified to bhaving
wvistted the Quillan honse.  She saw the bablea
there, but never saw anything wrong with
them. Tuhey seemed o be well fod and well
eared for, glrs. Gibbons, of Munsfield, corrob-
orated the testimony of the previocus witness.

Mrs. Eva Prontiss, of the Children's Aid
Society, had visted the home of Mra. Quilian,
und found the babies in good condition, Bhe
never board any bad reports about the defend-
ante, or any compiaint az to their care for the
children.
